Following is a press summary of 
the December issue of the Monthly 
Commercial Letter issued by the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce: 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 

In November the Bank's Index 
of Industrial Activity rose to 160 
(1937 equals 100) from 157 in Oc- 
tober, but one point below the level 
reached during the two final 
months of 1947, This increase was 
chiefly due to greater activity in 
the automotive trades, the index 
for which alone was above Novem- 
ber, 1947, and nearly double the 
pre-war figure. Slight gains oc- 
curred im the food and beverage 
section and in wood products apart 
from pulp and paper. The slight 
increase in the non-ferrous metals 
section was offset by a decline in 
non-metallics. The iron and steel 
trades as a whole maintained 
their high level of activity, a drop 
in the heavy section being counter- 
balanced by gains in the other two 
groups, Other industries showed no 
change

National Centre for 
Rheumatism 
Proposed in Britain 


A scheme was submitted recent- 
ly to the Minister of Health, Mr. 
Aneurin Bevan, for setting up a 
national centre in Britain for the 
treatment of rheumatism, It has 
been drawn up by the Leeds Reg- 
ional Hospital Board. 

The proposal envisages facili- 
ties for dealing with eight to ten 
thousand patients a year with free 
beds for 900 sufferers. 

The cost is estimated at $2,000,- 
000 which would be spread over the 
five years required to complete the

Youth and Agriculture 

The Junior Farm Club program 
in Canada is exerting an important 
influence on the development of our 
greatest natural resource—our rural 
youth. Club work teaches a greater 
appreciation of rural life, of im 
proved agricultural and  home- 
making practices, and of the duties 
and responsibilities of good citizen- 
ship. 

The first club was organized at 
Roland, Manitoba, in 1911. Under 
the Agricultural Extension Services 
of the several provinces the move- 
ment has expanded until, in 1948, 


there were 3484 organized clubs 
with@an active membership — of 
45,397. The Canadian Couneil on 


Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work seeks 
to co-ordinate and develop the 
program across the country. 

Some Interesting Facts. The 
Prairie Provinces are serving, 
through club activities, a higher 
proportion of the rural youth of 
club age, than any other part of 
Canada. With over a million young 
people of club age on farms in 
Canada only 1 out of every 26 
was enrolled in the 1948 club 
program. In Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, however, the 
ratio last year was 1 out of 8, 1 out 
of 16, and 1 out of 14, respectively. 
Much remains to be accomplished 
before we equal the record of the 
U.S.A. where 1 out of every 4 
eligible farm boys and girls is 
enrolled in Junior work (the 4-H 
Club program). = 

“Learnng to Do by Doing”. 
This basic principle of club work 
involves good local leadership, sup- 
plemented with an interesting pro- 
gram and adequate study material. 
More local leaders, prepared to give 
efficient and devoted service are 
needed if the program is to expand 
as it should. The trend in recent 
years toward district achievement 
days, district rallies, and district 
leadership conferences should make 
it possible to service an expanded 
program. ~ The Extension Services 
across the country deserve a large 
measure of support and co-opera- 
tion from all interested agencies.

Australian Wheat 


The official forecast for this 
season's Australian wheat crop is 
nearly 190 million bushels, which 
is 30 million bushels less than last 
year’s record harvest of 220 
million, It is still about 220 mil- 
lion larger than the average crop 
of the five years immediately pre- 
ceding the war. The wheat area 
is roughly 13 million acres; about 
the same as pre-war average but 
900 acres less than last year. The 
estimated yield is 14.€ bushels to 
the acre, compared with 15.9 in 
1947-48 and 11.9 bushels, the pre- 
war average. 


Chilean Wheat 
Surplus 


It is reported that the Chilean 
domestic wheat surplus’ will be 
about 3.3 million bushels. Exports 
of the surplus to Italy, India and 
countries in South America are 
being considered. Trade circles in 
Chile, however, consider that this 
estimated surplus is too large, 
perhaps by a hundred per cent.

Australian total milk production 
in 1947-48

During 1947 Great Britain 
imported 2,634,806 cwt. of bacon,

Imports of cheese 
3,830,029 cwt., of 
which Canada supplied 458,024 
cwt., or 12 per cent. Imports of 
shell eggs totalled 1,357,568 cwt., 
of which 640,285 cwt. were shipped 
from Canada, representing 47 per 
cent of the total. Canada also sup 
plied the United Kingdom in 1947 
with 110,453 cwt. of dried eggs, 
16 per cent of the total imported, 
and 14,145 cwt. of frozen eggs, 
representing five per cent of the 
total. 


Faulty Butter 


On December 8, 1948, an official 
of the Northern Alberta Dairy 
Pool Limited, Edmonton, Alta., 
Reg. No. 4289, pleaded guilty at 
Edmonton to having manufactured 
creamery butter containing less 
than 80 per cent milk fat, con- 
trary to provisions of the Dairy 
Industry Act, and was fined $25 
with costs, plus $5 fee for 
analysis. 

The charge was laid by an offi- 
cer of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. 


ADULTERATED FEED 


At St. Boniface, Manitoba, on 
December 7, the Dominion Grain 
and Feed Company was fined $25 
and costs for selling feed which 
was not labelled with the ingredi- 
ents. The feed in question was sold 
as ‘oat chop” and was adulterated 
with ground eggshell. 

The action was taken by a 
Supervisor of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, under 
provisions of the Feeding Stuffs 
Act and Regulations. 


U.S. Milk Prices 


Dairy product prices received by 
United States farmers declined 
from September to October, con- 
trary to usual seasonal price 
increases in other years. Reduc- 
tions in prices of manufactured 
dairy products caused a drop in 
price of milk for manufacturing. 
The average wholesale price re- 
ceived by farmers was $4.93 per 
100 Ibs. in October, compared with 
$4.98 in September. 


The price of fluid milk has 
declined in October in central 
United States where formula prices 
are used; in other markets prices 
have remained unchanged although 
they usually rise during this 
period. Consumption of fluid milk 
and cream in 1948 will be around 
390 Ibs. per person compared with 
100 in 1947 and 340, the pre-war 
average, Consumers’ expenditures 


for fluid milk are still above nor- 


mal in relation to their incomes.

THE “N.C.S.” 


Ever hear of the Alaska High- 
way? Well, the NCS, which stands 
for “The Northwest Communica- 
tion System” is the Communica- 
tion System operating on the 
Alaska Highway between Edmon- 
ton and the Canada-Alaska Bor- 
der, where the Alaska Communi- 
cation System (U.S. Army) takes 
over and operates through to Fair- 
banks, Alaska. The _ operating 
Agent for the Northwest Com- 
munication System is. none other 
than the Canadian National Tele- 
graphs. Therefore, the NCS is op- 
erated by the CNT and that makes 
us NCS'ers blood brothers of you 
ALL and don’t forget it next time 
you hear of the Northwest Com- 
municatior System. 


The whole thing started away 
back when—. The American Army 
originally built the pole line, strung 
the wires and set out repeater sta- 
tions every 100 miles between Ed- 
monton and Fairbanks, Alaska. 
Quite a stretch you say—well I 
guess 2,100 miles with a telephone 
pole every 140 feet is a long 
stretch all right ( you can count 
the poles, it is getting late). The 
reason for the close proximity of 
the repeater stations is the fact 
that they use coppered wire all the 
way. This wire has a steel core 
with a copper coating on it and if 
a tree or a bull moose hits the 
wire it has been known to throw 
the tree or the moose, as the case 
may be, a hundred yards back into 
the bush with a twang like the 
bass note of a violin string. Well, 
anyway it is tough stuff as you 
may gather and what with the 
snow, hoar frost and the 80 below 
weather (up at Snag where we 
have a repeater station not many 
miles distant on the main *high- 
way), the lines of Communicatien 
have to be tough. Fancy having 
to send a lineman out in 80 below 
weather to fix a broken wire or 
fancy having to send a lineman 
out, period. 

To get along, when the Ameri- 
cans left the highway, back in 
1945, the highway was manned by 
RCAF personnel trained in repeat- 
er work by C.N. Telegraph instruc- 
tors. The RCAF got a little tired 
of the line in a year or so and 
the System having been purchased 
from the American Government by 
the Canadian Government, the 
Department of Transport took it 
over under the name of the North- 
west Communication System and 
asked the Canadian National Tele- 
graphs to act as their operating 
agents so that is how the C.N. 
Telegraphs finally got mixed up 
in it. 

The CNT needed about four key 
men. Specialists in accounting, one 
in Works and Buildings, one in 
personnel and one in CNT pro- 
cedure, so they packed them all 
into one man, Alex Caldwell, then 
Equipment Engineer of the CNT 
in Toronto, now Superintendent 
NCS. If you ever have seen a me- 
chanical dynamo, complete the 
rest of your education by coming 
out some day and seeing a human 
dynamo at work. How any one 
man can be in conference at Ot- 
tawa one week, in Vancouver the 
next, with a trip up the line to the 
Alaska Border thrown in and in 
between times guide the destiny 
of the NCS, is one of the miracles 
of the ages. 

To assist Mr. Caldwell, four 
Supervisors were appointed. The 
Inside Plant Supervisor, G. M. 
(Max) Edgar was appointed. Be- 
ing a former native of Edmonton 
and Vancouver, he is well known 
to all Westerners and needs no in- 
troduction, As an example of the 
efficiency of the Inside Plant De- 
partment of the NCS, we will bet 
you five dollars (of the Inside 


Plant Supervisors money of 
course) that you can talk to 
Whitehorse, Y.T. or Fairbanks, 


Alaska on the NCS telephone sys- 


tem and hear your party clearer 
and more distinctly than you can 
when talking to your own home 
from your office. If you want to 
lose five bucks try it sometime 
(telephone rates are reasonable). 
Seriously though, the telephone, 
telegraph and teletype circuits be- 
tween Edmonton and intermediate 
points, right up to Alaska, have 
been changed to the highest grade 
circuits it is possible to get. This 
has been brought about by the 
dogged determination of our 
Equipment Supervisor and the de- 
sire of the technical employees on 
the NCS for a peaceful life, which 
could only be gained when the In- 
side Plant Supervisor was satis- 
fied. 


Have you figured out the num- 
ber of poles on the NCS yet? The 
Outside Plant Supervisor, E. H. 
(Ernie) Kenward, a native of To- 
ronto, can fill you in on that score. 
The Outside Plant, as you will re- 
alize, is quite an undertaking, what 
with the cold in the winter and the 
heat in the summer, together with 
all the other elements thrown in, 
makes it a tough racket. The cli- 
matic conditions over such a 
stretch of line vary, at the pres- 
ent time, from two feet of snow 
at the Alaska border, to no snow 
at all and sunny weather there in 
Edmonton. 


In the summer time, it is a mad 
scramble to creosote the butts of 
the telephone poles (to add four to 
five years to their life) and re- 
build new section of the line, to 
general maintenance in the win- 
ter time with the snow and ice al- 
ways pulling your work apart. The 
Outside Plant Supervisor figures 
he has just about seen everything 
now and is looking forward to next 
year and a further undertaking to 
keep the line in its present condi- 
tion. 


Commercial Supervisor F. H. 
(Frank) Orser, bowling average 
200, golf average, well (if snow 
soon comes) 40, if not 45, is a 
native of Toronto and is in charge 
of Commercial Traffic, Operators, 
Station Services, Claims, Fire 
Equipment, etc, etc. (bowling 
average now 175). Did you ever 
try to figure out where to trans- 
fer a telegram going to Telegraph 
Creek or Dawson City, or a mil- 
lion other hamlets up in the frozen 
north? What is the rate? How 
much of the toll is NCS? How 
much CNT, and by the way, what 
would it cost to phone to Lower 
Post, B.C., or is it the Yukon Ter 
ritory? Those are routine to the 
Commercial Department, so if you 
are ever stuck at any time, ask the 
Commercial Supervisor—he has 
all the answers. By the way, if 
you want to see the North Coun- 
try in two weeks (your vacation 
time is ample), winter or summer, 
ask Frank to take you along on 
any one of his monthly trips from 
Edmonton to the Canada-Alaska 
border and return ,3,300 miles). 
You will enjoy the drive, 

Have you ever tried to build a 
house in permafrost, where you 
would dig down six or seven feet 
one day to put in a foundation sup- 
port, only to get up next mornmg 
and find the hole filled with ice 
frozen solid, or find the hole had 
moved two or three feet 
night? Have you ever 
transport 


over 
tried to 
equipment and men in 
vehicles that had been worn out 
a year or so previously and then 
find that you had to send to the 
U.S.A. for any parts you required? 
Best of all have you ever tried to 
get equipment on a rush requisi- 
tion? The man who has tried all 
these things is none other than 
our Works and Building and Auto- 
motive Supervisor D. (Don) Ross. 
These together with trying to hire 
carpenters or automotive mechan- 
ics in the Yukon, at a wage rate 
less than the prevailing wage rate 
and having to arrange transporta- 
tion of fresh milk and vegetables 
in 40 below weather or in the heat 
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of summer, would get the average 
fellow down. Don is always the 
same; even with half the office 
files piled on his desk and a coupie 
of telephone calls waiting, he still 
has time to listen to the minor 
complaints of the men on the line 
and keep his hair neatly combed 
with an egg beater.

:: THIS WEEK IN BRITAIN :: 


In a red brick building in a nar- 
row street in  London’s Berkeley 
Square, plans are being worked 
out to cope with the problems of 
juvenile delinquency. 


The brass plate on the door 
says: “Institute for the Scientific 
Treatment of Delinquency.” Big 
words and a big task, for behind 
these walls broken lives are mend- 
ed. Ever since 1931, the Institute, 
supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions, has been treating delinquent 
men, women and children. 


With the help of distinguished 
psychiatrists and scientists much 
good work has been cone. But so 
much effort has gone into the 
treatment of individuals that a 
systematic research into the caus- 
es of delinquency has had to take 
second place, Today the clinic has 
been taken over by the State and 
run under the National Health 
Act and the Institute has seized 
the opportunity to switch over 
some of its resources to research. 


A five-year program of scien- 
tific investigation has been drawn 
up and a team of psychiatrists, 
psychologists, sociologists and sta- 
tisticians will study the case his- 
tories of child delinquents. Here 
are some of the things the Insti- 
tute has discovered so far: 40 per 
cent of the cases referred to the 
clinic can be cured; 50 per cent are 
due to maladjustments and dis- 
turbances of family life; early 
childhood is the most critical time; 
and treatment can be nullified if the 
child is starved of the other things 
he needs: money to buy little 
treasures, youth clubs, a good en- 
vironment. 

A recent report shows that 
though most cases are referred to 


the clinic by the courts, other 
sources are social workers and 
philanthropic _ societies, medical 


practitioners and relatives. A 
small per centage come to the 
clinic of their own free will. A 
third of the cases treated are psy- 
chopathic and another third pscho- 
neurotic. Only ten per cent are 
mentally defective and for every 
girl treated there are four boys. 


COUNCIL TO INVESTIGATE 
PROBLEMS OF DEAFNESS 

New hope is coming to the deaf 
in Britain. The Ministry of Health 
has set up an advisory council to 
investigate deafness and the prob- 
lems arising from it. 

More than half a million people 
in Britain today are deaf enough 
to be cut off from ordinary con- 
versation. Main aim of the new 
council is to introduce unifc rmity 
in welfare services. Under Britain's 
new health service, arrangements 
have been made for distributing the 
Government: aid the Medresco, 
now available to every patient, for 
whom it is prescribed. Many new 
distribution centres are being 
opened. 

All these points were discussed 
at the annual conference of the 
British Hard of Hearing Associa- 
tion held in October this year. Also 
quoted was a national survey 
which showed that deaf men and 
women in agriculture, skilled 
crafts and the professions are the 
most contented and that people 
with progressive and increasing 
deafness are the ones who have to 
do the most uncongenial and poor- 
est-paid jobs. 

The new council will canvass 
employers to try and find new 
openings for deaf men and women 
and will also consider some of the 
psychological implications of deaf- 
ness. 

BRITONS GIVE UP SPARE 
TIME TO HELP HOSPITALS 

Last year the people of Britain 
had a crisis in their hospitals. 
Nurses were urgently needed if 
wards were not to be closed. Since 
then volunteers have helped to 
close the gap. By day they are 
clerks, engineers or homemakers, 
by night they walk the wards of 
the great hospitals as nursing or- 
derlies. 

These part-time nurses have 
made for a much healthier staff- 
ing position in Britain’s hospitals. 
Latest figures show an increase ot 
9,000 nurses and midwives in the 
last year. Of these part-time nurs- 
ing and midwifery staffs have risen 
by nearly 7,000. 

Part-timers have not only help- 
ed the patients, but they have 
helped nurses too, They have made 
possible the introduction of the 
96-hour fortnight in many _ hos- 
pitals and a shortening of hours 
in others. Beds closed through lack 
of staff have been opened—6,000 
more than in the middle of 1947. 

In many of the London hospitals 
the volunteers are young veterans 
who give up a few hours each 
night to work as orderlies. Home- 


makers with nursing and mid- 
wifery experience before marriage 
now park their children with 
iy and do valuable part-time 
work,

1948 Has Been Good 
Business Year— 
Bank of Montreal 


MONTREAL, Dec. 24 — “While 
some recessive tendencies appear- 
ed temporarily in the spring and 
others have developed in later 
months, the year as a whole has 
seen new high marks set by many 
fundamental business indicators.” 
Canada’s economic history in 1948 
is thus summarized in the Bank of 
Montreal's latest Business Review, 
issued recently. 


Commenting that the ‘gross 
value of the nation’s production of 
all goods and services is expected 
to exceed $15,000 millions as com- 
pared with $13,375 millions in 
1947,” the B. of M. points out that 
this advance of “at least 12 per 
cent” has been attributable large- 
ly to the marking up of prices and 
wages throughout most .of the 
year. 

“Production gains in major sec- 
tors of industry, limited by the 
virtually full employment of man- 
power, materials and plant capa- 
city, have been smaller than last 
year,” the statement emphasizes, 
“and the over-all increase in indus- 
trial output, measured in physical 
terms, has probably been three per 
cent.” 

Noting the appearance of “im- 
portant new frontiers of expan- 
sion” during the year, the B. of M. 
cites spectacular discoveries and 
Prairie oil fields, 
progress in exploring and develop- 


production in 


ing valuable deposits of titanium 
and uranium-bearing ore, and the 
proving up of high-grade iron ore 
bodies on the Quebec-Labrador 
border. 
Capital Goods Industries at 
Peak of Expansion 

“The capital goods industries 
have been operating at boom 
levels,” the bank states. “Expendi- 
tures in 1948 on new plant, equip- 
ment and housing are expected to 
reach a record $3,000 milhons, 25 
per cent more than in 1947 and 87 
per cent more than in 1946.” 


This expansion, while of great 
significance from the standpoint of 
future production, has undoubtedly 
had “near-term inflationary im- 
plications,” the review notes. The 
heavy diversion of manpower and 
resources into production for capi- 
tended, 
“widen the 


tal purposes inevitably

and consumer goods. 


“For most of the year the broad 
upward trend of prices continued, 
the movement being accompanied 
by the stresses and distortions that 
rapidly changing values engender,” 
the B. of M. comments. ‘‘The as- 
cending curve, however, has been 
less steep than in 1947, while to- 
ward the end of the year there 
have been signs of stability in the 
general price level and some de- 
clines in agricultural prices. Dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 1948 the 
index of wholesale vrices rose by 
11 per cent to 206.5 (base 1985-39 
equals 100), whereas in the cor- 
responding period of 1947 the in- 
crease was 24 per cent.” 

The wide gap between wholesale 
price levels in the United States 
and Canada that developed during 
mid-1946 has by now virtually 
closed, the review says

Canadians Spend More 
For Fewer Goods 


Generally speaking, the review 
commented, Canadians have this 
year been earning more and spend- 
ing more but getting fewer goods 
and services for their outlay than 
they did last year. The review 
based this on the observation that, 
although dollar aggregates of re- 
tail sales were running consistent- 
ly higher than in 1947, sales in 
terms of physical volume during 
1948 appeared to be somewhat 
lower than last year. 


The value of Canada’s foreign 
trade this year, to latest report, 
has reached a new peace-time re- 
cord, the B. of M. stresses. For the 
10 months ended October, mer- 
chandise exports amounted to $2,- 
465 millions as against imports of 
$2,167 millions. While the year 
commenced amid widespread pre- 
occupation with problems of the U. 
S. dollar shortage, there has been 
“a gradual improvement.” At Sep- 
tember 30th, 1948, the Dominion’s 
official holdings of gold and U.S. 
funds amounted to $855 millions as 
against the post-war low figure of 
$461 millions reached on Decem- 
ber 17th, 1947. Of the increase of 
$394 millions, however, $150 mil- 
lions was the result of borrowing 
by the Dominion Government in 
New York. 

It is apparent, the statement 
emphasizes, that a_ satisfactory 
level of Canadian export trade has 
this year been increasingly de- 
pendent upon demand either di- 
rectly from, or finsnced by, the 
United States. 


Britain’s Historic 
Houses to be 
Preserved in Future 


The Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Sir Stafford Cripps, has ap- 
pointed a special committee to en- 
sure that houses of historic import- 
ance and interest in Bmtain shall 
be preserved. 

The committee consists of six ex- 
perts under the chairmanship of 
Sir Ernest Gowers. 

Its terms of reference are to con- 
sider and report what general ar- 
rangements might be made by the 
government for the preservation, 
maintenance and use of houses of 
outstanding historic or architec- 
tural interest which might other- 
wise not be preserved. Where pos- 
sible, both the house and its con- 
tents would be kept complete if the 
furnishings are of a character to 
warrant this. 


Commercial Effects 
Of Union With 
Newfoundland 


Steps will be taken to ensure 
that Newfoundland’s requirements 
of evaporated milk will be met 
from Canada. 


The Canadian government will 
amend the food and drug regula- 
tions, and will take any other 
necessary steps to ensure that the 
standards of quality for flour pre- 
scribed under Newfoundland law 
will not be altered for a period of 
three years after the date of union. 

The export tax of five cents per 
quintal on the volume of fish ex- 
ported from Newfoundland will be 
abolished at the date of union.

Giant Tropical 
Seaweed for New 
Scottish Industry 


New discoveries made by scien- 
tists working on seaweed research 
in Scotland are giving a lead to the 
world, On their progress will de- 
pend the success of an industry 
now in its infancy. When de- 
veloped this can earn an annual 
revenue of $60 million. 


Scientists are aiming at ac- 
climatizing a new kind of seaweed 
in the waters around the shores of 
Scotland. It is a giant sea kelp, a 
native of the Pacific, where its 
huge fronds measuring up to 100 
yards in length trail on the sur- 
face. 


Scotland requires this weed in 
large quantities to supply a new 
chemical industry. It will be more 
economic to gather than the plants 
now used, owing to the fact that it 
floats and so can be harvested with 
ease.

Hope for World 
Trade Bank 
President States 


“There is real hope of rebuilding 
a functioning system of world 
trade,” said Mr. H. D. Burns, pre- 
sident of the Bank of Nova Scotia, 
at the one hundred and seven- 
teenth annual meeting of the bank. 
“Britain and certain other Euro- 
pean countries have made _ sub- 
stantial progress in restoring their 
production and trade. The Euro- 
pean Recovery Program is provid- 
ing the essential time to press 
ahead their individual and joint 
plans of recovery.” 


At the same time, Mr. Burns 
stressed that “there is still a long 
way to go before most overseas 
countries reach a position in which 
they are likely to ease their im- 
port and exchange restrictions. 
Unfortunately, the problems of 
payment remain and, even with the 
vital assistance of the European 
Recovery Program, most overseas 
countries continue to be extremely 
short of dollars and are restrict- 
ing their dollar expenditures ac- 
cordingly. This has already had a 
serious impact on Canadian trade.” 

“Our trading problem is not sim- 
ply a question of balancing our re- 
ceipts and outlays of U.S. dollars. 
Fundamentally, it is one of keep- 
ing overseas markets for export 
produce for which we cannot ex- 
pect to find adequate of iasting 
markets on this continent. Grain, 
part of our lumber, fish, and some 
manufactured goods, to mention 
a few examples, need overseas out- 
lets if our production capacity is to 
be used to advantage and if we are 
to maintain a high level of activ- 
ity.” 

Stating that European Recovery 
is still the primary task, Mr. Burns 
emphasized that Canada’s interest 
in such recovery is even broader 
than that of keeping markets, ‘“im- 
portant as that is.” It involves “our 
hopes of peace and of the building 
of a workable international system. 
Weakness and internal dissention 
in Western Europe invite Russian 
aggression. Until the countries of 
Western Europe, working together 
and aided by this continent, suc- 
ceed in establishing satisfactory 
and orderly economic conditions 
and a greater degree of political

unity, there is little prospect that 
the Russian pressure will sub- 
side.” 


“In these circumstances, it is 
particularly important that we on 
this continent endeavour to keep 
our affairs in good order so that 
we may play our full part in world 
recovery and in defence of the way 
of living which emphasizes the 
rights and worth of the individual. 
Preparations for defence in Can- 
ada as in the United States will 
naturally tend to prolong inflation- 
ary pressures at least in some di- 
rections. More money will be 
needed and, though taxes remain 
high, no great relief in the bur- 
den of taxation should be expect- 
ed. We cannot enjoy the full 
fruits of peace-time prosperity in 
an unsettled world.” 


Mr. Burns went on to say that 
increased saving and individual re- 
straint would be most helpful at 
this time in contributing toward 
more stable economic conditions. 
“Our standard of living is high by 
any past comparison and there are 
many citizens who are in a posi- 
tion to increase their savings. 
From an individual point of view 
the old-fashioned virtue of thrift 
provides protection for the rainy 
day that is bound to come and is an 
excellent personal discipline.” 
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Noting that 1948 has been an- 
other year of record-breaking ac- 
tivity in Canada, Mr. Burns stated 
that there has nevertheless been 
“growing evidence of a closer bal- 
ance between demand and supply. 
Were it not for defence considera- 
tions, one might express the view 
with some degree of confidence 
that we were close to the peak of 
the post-war inflationary move- 
ment. As matters stand, the busi- 
ness outlook is a mixed one, in 
some directions one of growing 
shortages, and in others one of 
marketing problems overseas and 
at home. We shall be well advised 
to maintain a questioning attitude 
in regard to the ecenomic outlook.” 

“There has been a welcome and 
substantial improvement in the of- 
ficial reserves of gold and U.S. dol- 
lars, resulting in part from the re- 
strictions on our outports from the 
United States. An even more im- 
portant factor has been the re- 
markable increase in the value of 
our exports to the United States— 
an advance of over $300 millions in 
the first nine months of 1948. The 
other major factor is the advent 
of the European Recovery Pro- 
gram with its provisions for off- 
shore purchases.” 

Mr. Enman, general manager, 
reviewed changes in the bank’s 
business and in Canadian financial 
developments. He also referred to 
the subject of nationalizing the 
chartered banks. “In my opinion, 
the question is simply this: would 
the public interest be better served 
by a nationalized banking system 
than by the present type of sys- 
tem? Nationalization is surely not 
an end in itself.” 


In discussing this question, Mr. 
Enman pointed out that “the 
banking system is carefully regu- 
lated by the provisions of The 
Bank Act and subject to basic con- 
trol by the Bank of Canada. This 
method of regulation and control 
works well and can be adapted to 
changing circumstances and ex- 
tended if necessary. 

“Government - ownership of 
banks would replace the present 
competitive system a monopoly. 
Monopolies are usually less re- 
sponsive to the public interest be- 
cause there is no one ready to take 
their business away from them if 
they do not function efficiently,” 
and government monopolies even 
less so “since they are not subject 
to the threat of government inter- 
vention and control.’’ Under a gov- 
monopoly of banking, 
“the customer would simply have 
to take what service or treatment 
was forthcoming. We have yet to 
find a stronger incentive to effi- 
ciency than the spur of competi- 
tion.” 

Mr. Enman went on to say that 
the political danger of nationaliza- 
tion overshadowed all others. 
There is no doubt that government 


ernment 


ownership of the banks would 
place tremendous power at the dis- 
posal of the political party which 
happened to be in office. The fact 
of enormous power would be there 
—power to withhold credit, power 
to interfere with the privacy of 
personal affairs, power to bring 
political opponents into line or even 
to ruin them, power enough indeed 
to undermine the democratic sys- 
tem and to perpetuate the poli- 
tical control of the party in power. 
The temptation to use such pow- 
er would be great and sooner or 
later it would be used.” 


“It is surely up to the advocates 
of nationalization to explain just 
how it is proposed to use such a 
great concentration of power and, 
most important of all, how the 
rights of citizens would be pro- 
tected in its use and from its 
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abuse. This latter point takes a lot 
of explaining, for there is nothing 
in history nor in common sense to 
suggest that it can be done.”

Lengthen the Life 
Of Your 
Kitchen Utensils 


Did your family give you some- 
thing for your kitchen that you had 
wanted for years? Lengthen the 
life of your kitchen gadgets and 
utensils by giving them the right 
start. Here are a few hints for the 
nave been on the label. 


Porcelain enamel is a glass-like 
finish. Before you first use it, fill 
the pan with cold water and bring 
the water slowly to a boil over low 
heat. Pour off the water and allow 
the pan to cool down. 


Cast iron is practically a must 
for many of your favorite dishes. 
Scour well, wash, rinse and dry. 
Then rub melted, salt free shorten- 
ing on the inside. Keep it at low 
heat for an hour. Remember that 
skillets and griddles with buckle 
and warp if left over heat before 
food is put in. 

Glassware is all ready to go 
when you buy it -— but do start it 
on low heat to let it get warmed 
up. And you never do place hot 
pyrex on cold or wet surfaces, do 
you? 

Treat pottery as you would py- 
rex. Pottery, will last longer if you 
set it in a pan of cold water and 
boil slowly for one-half hour. Cool 
an asbestos mat under it and slow 
it gradually. Pottery always needs 
care of your utensils that may not 
heat.
